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DETAILED ACTION

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group III, claims 
129-144 in the reply filed on 29 June 2004 is acknowledged. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because in 
line 1, the expression ^disclosed are" (both occurrences) is an 
expression which can be implied and should not be used in the 
abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for 
an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
repeat information given in the title. It should avoid usinq 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 

The disclosure defined by this invention, " "The disclosure 
describes, " etc. 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: On page 1, the prior application data should be 
updated to include the patent number (of the patent issued from 
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the parent application) and this data should be written in one 
sentence . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: PROCESS OF MAKING FINE 
FIBER MATERIAL . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claim 131 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 131, line 3, ss or" should be - - and - - (for 
proper Markush format) . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 129, 130 and 132-144 are allowable over the prior art 
references presently of record. 

9. Claim 131 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: None of the prior art references 
presently of record, alone or in combination, disclose, suggest 
or teach a process of making fine fiber material comprising a 
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fiber having a diameter of about 0.01 to 0.5 microns, or a fine 
fiber material comprising a fiber having a diameter of about 0.01 
to 2 microns, including the step of forming a solution comprising 
a lower alcohol, water or mixtures thereof and about 3 to 3 0 
weight percent polymer (as set forth in independent claims 129 
and 138) . 

Conclusion 

11. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent 
2,2 65,742 teaches a process of making a fine fiber material 
comprising a fiber having a diameter of about 13 microns. U.S. 
Patent 2,338,570 teaches a process of making a fine fiber 
material comprising a fiber having a diameter of about 35 
microns. U.S. Patent 6,641,773 is not prior art against any of 
the instant claims under any section of 35 USC § 102, and is 
cited as being of interest.
